Of a total pro- 
duetion of 2,157,000 tons in the 
entire country during 1926, 2,- 
040,000 tons were grown in 
California. The actual produe- 
tion in California has grown 
from approximately 1,000,000 
tons in 1916 to 1,330,000 tons 
in 1919, and to 2,040,000 tons 
in 1926. This large increase in 
volume has not, in itself, pre- 
cipitated the problem, but it 
has rather been caused primar- 
ily by an entire rearrangement 
of the channels of manufacture 
and consumption. As evidence 
of the demand for increasingly 
efficient distribution methods 
the fresh-grape shipments in 
1916 were only 10,845 ears; in 
1919, 21,605 ears. This had in- 
ereased to 76-300 carloads in

HERE 1s more than a chance 

connection between the coat 

you see in a group of originals, 

and the coat that 1s offered at 
what we term “popular prices.” 
Some of them are accurate repro- 
@uctions, but more of them are a 
combination of the most interesting 
details of several coats, making 
possible a rather unusual variety, 
since there are more details to 
Rarmonize and adapt than there 
ever have been before. ' 

We face a season of new fabrics, 
new colors, and new Paris-spon- 
aored modes that are significant in 
view of the general mode. Most of 
the models are composites of the 
unique fashion twists that the orig- 
inals have taken, but the expected 
accurate copy is not lacking in any 
eollection. The composite idea, how- 
ever, is responsible for a general 
becomingness that its practically 
impossible in a mode where it does 
not exist, for there must be di- 
versity of detail if there !s to be 
& general suitability. 

Elegance and simplicity seem to 
have formed an alliance for the 
betterment of our outside wraps. 
Whatever our individual need, or 
whatever our individual preference, 
it can be met in a dozen satisfac- 
tory ways—this, in happy contrast 
to seasons when it was impossible 
to find even one coat that was 
really satisfactory. Simple or elab- 
orate in conception, as one com- 
mands, the new spring coat should 
be a delight to its owner. 

Coats For Daytime And Evening 

There are three possible divisions 
of the daytime coat mode, for it 
includes the topcoat; the street 
coat; and the coat for afternoon 
wear. The two first groups have 
only a slender dividing line to mark 
their difference, and few women 
are fortunate enough to possess 
both, especially, if they have real 
need of the more formal coat that 
may be used for important after- 
noon events and informal evening 
occasions, 

The topcoat is associated, first of 
all, with the sports mode. We 
travel and motor in it; and it is

or country wear. And now it 
haa achieved the seemingly impos- 
sible, for it has come out of the 
country to make town costumes, 
thereby establishing itself as a 
material fashion of the foremost 
importance, And it bids fair to 
outdistance the familiar jersey 
weaves in the popularity it is at- 
taining, for it fits charmingly into 
the many town occasions of spring- 
time when a woolen frock is de- 
sirable, 

The new wools are marvelously 
light of weight, presenting the 
latest achievement in weaving, and 
among them all, tweed is the pre- 
ferred choice. It is extremely 
smart in any form, but preference 
is being shown for the gray and 
belge monotone mixtures—of the 
two, beige is proving the most im- 
portant. And the fabric is used for 
frocks, suits and coats, the two 
latter wearing furs in memory of 
the winter that has passed! 

When in doubt as to the exact 
choice of a gown for shopping or 
for eports or for travel—a trimly

the “extra coat that women with 
a wide range of activities find it 
so convenient to possess. It is a 
finely tailored thing of tweed—we 
always place this fabric first in any 
roster of sports materials for its 
importance cannot be too greatly 
stressed — the homespuns and the 
many novelty wools, both imported 
and domestic, that contribute the 
requisite variety. 

It is the material, more than any 
other one thing, that classes 4 
model as a topcoat, rather than 4 
street coat.

For an all-purpose coat, that 
will combine the useful topcoat 
with the street coat, En i 
us the saunter coat, very 
very smart; and fashioned from a 
true British fabric, than which 
there is nothing lovelier for the 
purpose. Sometimes it wears 4 fur 
collar, gain its neckline shows 
mannish lapels with rows of tailored 
stitching to make them differen! 
There is rivalry all through the 
coat mode between the fur-trimmed 
coat and the coat without fur. 

Coats in the first two groups 
employ unusual style features and 
trimming details. Straight and 
slender they must be, but they 
stress certain details—belts, first of 
all; then tucking, and seaming 
ethen original collars and sleeve 
lines. Jauntiness is a characteris- 
tic, also a quality of mannishness 
that is, nevertheless, in keeping 
with the ultra femininity of the 
general mode. Belts, incidentally, 
may run all the way round, or stop 
before they get there!

And it is an excellent 
choice for the business woman, who 
must find fabrics that will not only 
be appropriate, but wear well, 
There are some lovely shadow 
tweeds that are carried out in in- 
distinct patterns that make use of 
brown and tan, black and Oxford 
gray, black and blue. 

The two-piece tailored suit fads 
this fabric to its liking, and one 
may choose from patterns that 
range from mixtures that give an 
effect of a solid color, or show a 
salt-and-pepper mannish mixture, 
to bold black and white combina- 
tions—the latter probably braid 
bound. Some are in the spirit of 
the strict tailleur, and others in- 
cline to the old-time Norfolk model 
with a smart leather belt for a note 
of contrast. 

Separate coats of tweed show 
diverse lines, although they keep to 
the idea of straightness. There are 
ensembles, too, made up of a tweed 
coat and a frock of a small-pat- 
terned print, which is repeated in 
the lining of the coat. Two tweeds 
are sometimes combined in jacket 
and coat ensemble, and coats wear 
a flower of tweed on their lapel 


“lace” weave in the tweed group 
and an Angora basket weave.

Graduated stripes fn 
the ombre colorings and compose 
color effects are important, as are 
the new combinations of black and 
white, One sees less blac in the 
toneroat and street coat vroups 
than in other groupings, which 
only intensifies its importance in 
those models. 
Coats With A Touch Gf Formaility 
Individual coats of beautiful 
woolens that are quite as lovely in 
their way as the silks with which 
they associate, are most Iimipor 
tant when they are black. The 
vogue of black and white is also 
interpreted in a most interesting 


manner in coats that have more 
than a touch of elaborateness, yet 
remain xurprisingly simple. Any 


and every usable detail appears in 
some version of this more formal 
gorment, but whatever those de- 
tails, the coat remniins uncom- 
promisingly slender. 

Paris accents the importance of 
lovely colors-—-just to make 
more effective, of tiered 
and of diagonal lines. She con- 
trasts matertals—as satin with «4 
dull-surfaced fabric, and Paris, 
undoubted!y, loves fur. The al- 
Hance of elegance and simplicity is 
charming and undeniable. AS a 
fair example of what designers 
have set themselves to do, t! 
is a model of black kasha cloth 
with a fur bordered cape, the fur 
ashes of roses fox!

There is a most pleasing divers- 
ity of neckline and some very un- 
usual decorative treatments—taf- 
feta bows, or bows of the coat 
fabric, fringes, silk facings of taf- 
feta or moire, and embroideries 
and appliques exemplifying the lat- 
ter. The shawl collar and the full 
Tuxedo banding are most often 
seen when fur is used, and thea 
favorite pelts are ermine, kolinsky, 
mole, American broadtail, and—it 
goes without saying—fox. 


The Coat Without Pur 


Some of the French designers 
are stressing two omissions—the 
frock without a collar and the coat 
without fur--which brings fur 
into the same relation to the coat 
mode, that the collar occupies in 
the frock mode. It seems a log- 
ical way to complete a coat—to 
trim it with fur, but these new 
models prove that a coat can get 
along very well without it, and 


achieve a s.ait formality with 
collars and sleeves otherwise 
elaborated. 


When fur is used, it is often- 
times confined to a half collar, as 
we see it in the utility coat of 
novelty fabric with narrow leather 
belt. One can easily visualize this 
coat without the fur collar, con- 
tinuing the same fabric treatment 
all the way round. There is a per- 
sonal preference for the touch of 
soft fur, which repeats the colors 
that the coat has adopted. The 
pacch pocket repeats the collar 
idea, minus the fur.
